A London Alderman Who Is Visiting 
Chicago Expressed Astonishment 
at the Looseness of Mu- 

nicipal Affairs.

CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—A London alderman, 
Howell J. William, attended a meeting of 
the Chicago city council last night. 

The Londoner expressed astonishment at 
many of the things he saw and heard. 

It is probable that his astonishment 
would be vastly increased could he witness 
a session of the St. Louis boodle alder-

Mr. Williams is a wealthy builder of Lon- 
don. He has been a member of the London 
County council—a body of 137 members 
since 1894. He is the guest of his kinsman, 
Alderman John H. Jones of the Eighth 
ward. 

“The London county councll,”"’ said Mr. 
Williams, ‘‘is a dignified body. No smoking 
is permitted in the chamber and hats. are 
removed as soon as one enters the room. 
whether the meeting has been called to 
order or not. When the chairman arrives 
every one rises. No one is every inter- 
rupted. An alderman has an opportunity 
to speak. He is heard to the end without 
interruption, then sits down. That is the 
last chance he has to speak on the sub- 
ject. We have some fine speeches, none of 
them over 15 minutes in length. 


Shocked by the 
Chairman’s Pipe. 
“The Chicago council impresses me as an 
able body. Mayor Harrison seems to be a 


very democratic man and a man of much 
will power. It seems strange for a London 
alderman, however, to see the chairman 
emoke a pipe when he presides.

FORT SMITH, Ark., Sept. 27.—Who is 
the old man who rents boats at the mouth 
of the Poteau river? Ils he Noah J. Fisher 
or k. B. Day, who mysteriously disap- 
peared from Bonne Terre, Mo., some 12 
vears ago, leaving a wife and several chil- 
dren.

From a speculative standpoint, the local 
Zrain markets of Thursday were as dull 
and uninteresting as they could possibly 
get to be.
